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Another problem related to the species in question is 
the problem of the binomial Stibadotheca fuchsiaefolia A, DC. 
which appeared for the first time in Index Kewensis 1: 53. 
1886-1895. From the study of the original literature it 
seems that De Candolle both in his original paper and in 
the 'Prodromus' merely put Casparya fuchsiaeflora under his 
section Stibadotheca. Warburg, although he placed his 
Begonia fuchsiaefolla in the subsection Stibadotheca, does 
not cite Stibadotheca fuchsiaefolia as its synonym! so it 
would appear that the entry in the Index Kewensis is simply 
the result of an unjustified interpretation put upon the 
facts. 


Casparya fuchsiaeflora of De Candolle's was a validly 
published name and must be considered the basionym. If this 
is so, then it becomes evident that Warburg changed the 
specific epithet mistakenly when he transferred Casparya 
fuchsiaeflora into the genus Begonia. Since this is in 
contradiction to Article 56 of the International Code of 
Botanical Nomenclature, which specifies that when a species 
is transferred without change of rank to another genus 
the original epithet must be retained (provided that certain 
obstacles to not exist and which do not exist in this case. 


The name of this taxon with corrected orthography and 
its synonomy is:
